Martin Wants Details. 

House Speaker Joe Martin 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, said:

I am very glad the 
President has taken this, step— 
it is a big one forward.” 

Senator Robertson (Rep.), Wyo-

Power Capacity Provision. 

Under Pick-Sloan, he said, there 
is provision for installing gener- 
ating capacity of 1,600,000 kilo- 
watts, which would turn out eight 
billion kilowatt hours of current 
annually. 

“We consider 5,000,000 kilowatts 
finstalled capacity), with an av- 
erage annual potential generation 
of 25 billion kilowatt hours a 
somewhat conservative estimate 
of the total potential hydro elec- 
tric power of the basin,” Walker 
declared. 

“The development of power,” he 
continued, “is valuable only as the 
power is freely utilized. Low cost 
power will create its own market 
and will stimulate the expansion 
of regional economy, insuring a 
fuller life for the entire com- 
munity. Large supplies of low- 
cost electric power wilh accelerate 
the development of agriculture, in- 
dustry and commerce, with a cof- 
responding increase in manufac- 
turing occupations and conse- 
quently an increase in population 
and a general improvement of liv- 
ing conditions of every one 
throughout the basin. The hydro- 
electric power which will be de- 
rived from the Missouri basin de- 
velopment is intrinsically worth 
many times the revenue which the 


Government wil] receive each year 
from its sale.” 

The Federal Power Commis- 
sion's view that multi-purpose de- 
velopment programs for river ba- 
sins, such as that for the Missouri 
Valley, “must be in terms of a 
single, comprehensive plan which 
recognizes the prior importance of 
irrigation, flood contro] and navi- 
gation over power development,” 
was recalled by Walker. He said 
FPC was studying plans for Oper- 
ating the great Pick-Sloan water 
reservoirs, “so as to produce the 
maximum of benefits in power 
consistent with their primary | 
functions of flood control, irriga- 
tion and navigation.”

BAKERSFIELD, Calif., Jan. 17 
(AP)—Seven persons am known to 
have been killed, Coroner Norman 
Houze said today, and many others 
were injured when a Southern Pa- 
cific passenger train struck a 
broken rail 12 miles northwest of 
here early today. He said one or 
two more might have died in the 
wreck, 

Deputy Coroner John Werts, also 
at the wreck scene, said three of 
the known dead were women. 
Some of the bodies removed from 
the wreckage were badly man- 
gled, making determination of the 
number of dead difficult. 

J. W. Corbett, Southern Pacific 
general manager who went to the 
scene, said 71 had been injured. 

“Most of those hurt suffered 
only minor injuries,” he said.

Southern Pacific officials said 
the train carried about 200 pas- 
sengers. 

Seven passenger cars of the 15- 
car train remained upright. 

State Highway Patrolman Jack 
Bordeau said two soldiers on the 
train, Marvin Stansberry of Moul- 
ton, Ia. and Orvis Humphrey of 
Kidder, Mo., rescued many persons 
from overturned cars by stamping 
out windows and lifting out the 
injured. 

Lester Ford, porter on one of 
the overturned coaches, said most 
of the injured were in one of the 
cars that left its trucks and 
plunged into a potato field. The 
car rolled about 300 feet into the 
field before it turned over, he 
said. The passengers seemed 
dazed, as they wandered. There 
was little panic but he heard 
screams of some of the injured, he 
said, ; 

A reporter who visited the 
wreck said the rails “looked like 
spaghetti” where they had been 
rolled up.

Railroads’ Anti-Smoke Record 
Last Year Their Best Since 1940 


Commissioner James 


Carter Gives Data 


Gathered in ’41, 434 Observations—389 
Technical Violations of Ordinance. 


Observations of railroad smoke 
by inspectors of the city’s smoke 
regulation division during 1946 
showed the best annual record for 


the railroads since the anti-smoke 
ordinance went into effect in 1940, 
Smokes Commissioner James H. 
Carter said today. 

A total of 41,434 observations, 
each for a period of five min- 
utes, were made during the year, 
Carter said, showing that the aver- 
age amount of smoke emitted by 
steam locomotives in the city was 
486 units. Only 389 technical vio- 
lations of the smoke ordinance by 
the railroads were found last year, 
which is a low record, Carter said. 

The best record for the year was 
established by the St. Louis-San 
Francisco Railroad, which showed 
an average of 318 units on each 
of 6387 observations, Observations 
on other railroads showed Mis- 
souri-Kansas-Texas, .395 units; 
Cotton Belt, oe Terminal, .439; 
Pennsylvania, .494, and Missouri 
Pacific, .600. 

Carter said the observations of 
smoke emitted by railroad round- 
houses last year also revealed the 
best record of any year so far. A 
total of 39,844 observations of 
roundhouses were made ‘showing 
an average emission of .495 units. 

Carter announced that, begin- 
ning this month, ribbons will be 


awarded monthly to. railroad? 
whose roundhouses establish the 
best records for smokeless opera- 
tion. This practice has been in 
effect, so far as operation of 
steam locomotives is concerned, 
for some time. 

Monthly awards to railroads for 
the best smoke records for De- 
cember were given out yesterday 
by Carter. First place, a blue rib- 
bon, went to the St. Louis-San 
Francisco railroad; second place, 
red ribbon, to the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad, and third place, a 
yellow ribbon, to the Rock Island 
railroad, A black ribbon, present- 
ed each month to the railroad with 
the worst monthly record, went to 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
railroad for December. 

Residents of East St. Louis to- 
day experienced a smoke pall such 
as St. Louisans knew before 
adoption of the anti-smoke ordi- 
nance. Visibility in East St. Louis 
was reduced to two blocks, and 
motorists were forced to drive 
until 7:30 a.m. with their automo- 
bile headlights burning. 

Conditions in St. Louis were 
near normal, the weather bureau 
in the Federal Building reporting 
but a slight trace of smoke in 
the St. Louis air. A five-m'le-an- 
hour wind, blowing from the 
southwest, kept the East Side’s 
smoke on that side of the river.

The motions were filed on be- 
half of East St. Louis Mayor 
John T. Connors; John T. Eng- 
lish, Commissioner of Police and 
Public Health; A. P. (Abby) Lau- 
man, Commissioner of Public 
Property and the Fire Depart- 
ment; Joseph W. Ganschinietz, 
Commissioner of Accounts and 
Finance: Leo J. Dougherty, re- 
tired Commissioner of Streets, 
and George V. Gruenewald, for- 
mer Sheriff of St. Clair county, 
now a deputy. 

Arguments will be heard before 
Judge Bareis next Friday at 1:W 
o'clock, 

Attorneys for Vincent (Vic) 
Doyle and Roy Bowman, gambling 
house operators who were fndicted 
under gambling statutes, had until 
5 o'clock this afternoon to file 
pleas. 

Attack on Grand Jury. 

The motions to quash alleged 
that the jury was improperly 
selected and did not conduct itself 
according to law, and attacked 
the wording of the indictments on 
a number of counts. In the case 
of the blanket indictment of 
Connors and the commissioners 
and former commissioner of East 
St. Louis, -there were 23 counts 
supporting the dismissal motion. 
Gruenewald’s motion to quash was 
on 11 counts. 

Alleging that the jury did not 
conduct itself properly, the mo- 
tions charged that members of 
the jury acted on “evidence pro- 
cured by themselves at places. not 
provided by law,” by obtaining 
evidence in Missouri.

It was charged that ordinances not 
mentioning gambling were quoted, 
and that the indictment was un- 
constitutional in that it was

Quoting Tax Law Assailed. 

One count requested dismissal of 
the indictment because it quotes 
East St. Louis Ordinance 3060, 
which refers to taxes, not to gam- 
bling. In addition, the motion al- 
leged that whereas the term “non- 
feasance” is used in the body of 
the indictment, the charge appears 
on the indorsement as “malfea- 
sance,” 

A further alleged error was that

FORMER DACHAU HEAD GETS 


DEATH FOR MASS MURDERS 


Alex Piorkowski Sentenced for Participation 


in Shooting of 8000 Russian 
Prisoners. 


DACHAU, Jan. 17 (UP) — Alex 
Piorkowski, one-time commander 
of Dachau concentration camp, 
was sentenced to death today by 
a United States military court for 


participation in the shooting of 
at least 8000 Russian prisoners 
interned here during the war. 

Piorkowski, a pencil salesman 
before attaining leadership in 
Nazi ranks in 1938, also was con- 
victed of shipping some 40,000 
other persons to Mauthausen con- 
centration camp to be gassed in 
the death chambers there, He was 
seized by British authorities last 
August in Holland where he op- 
erated a factory after being 
expelled by the Nazi party for 
fraud, 

An assistant, Heinz Detmers, 
was sentenced to 15 years im- 
prisonment, 


21 Nazis in China Sentenced for 
Spying for Japan, 

SHANGHAI, Jan. 17 (UP) — 
Twenty-one members of the no- 
torious “Ehrhardt Bureau,” which 
continued to supply the Japanese 
with military intelligence after 
Germany had surrendered, were 
convicted today by a United 
States military tribunal and sen- 
tenced to prison terms of from 


five years to life. 
The Nazis were convicted for 
violating terms of the German 
surrender. 
The heaviest sentence—life—was 
imposed on Lt. Col. Ludwig Enhr- 
hardt, head of the Nazi high 
command’s secret intelligence net- 
work in the Far East. 
The so-called “Werewolf” espion- 
age agency supplied the Japanese 
with information credited with 
causing heavy American losses in 
Okinawa and in other Pacific cam- 
paigns. 
Ehrhardt’s principal agents, 
Baron Jesco von Puttkamer, chiet 
of the German information bu- 
reau, and Alfred Romain, who di- 
rected the Nazi “black propaganda 
headquarters” in the Far East, 
were sentenced to 30 years each. 
Among the others convicted 
were attractive Maria Mueller; 
Dr. Franz Siebert, former German 
counsul general and head of the 
spy ring in Canton; Dr. Felix 
Altenburg, former charge d’'af- 
faires at the German embassy 
office at Peiping; and Bodo Ha- 
benicht, ace code breaker who 
cracked the United States Coast 
Guard code when it was one of 
the main communications chan- 
nels for American convoys bound 
for England.

Measure Had Been Disap-

A bill to institute condemnation 
proceedings for establishment of 
an airport at Morganford road and 
River des Peres was defeated in

FOR RECOGNITION 


Paper Unable to Publish 
as Printers and Press- 
Cross

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 17 
(AP)—Contract carriers affiliated 
with the AFL International Print- 
ing Pressmen and _ Assistants’ 
Union picketed the Kansas City 
Star today, demanding recognition 
as a bargaining agency and forc- 
ing the newspaper to miss its first 
edition because union mechanical 
employes refused ato cross the 
picket line. 

Charles Bond of St. Louis, 
special representative of the 
union, said the strike was called 
because the newspaper had re- 
fused to recognize the carriers as 
employes and the union as their 
bargaining agency. He estimated 
that 208 carriers were involved. 

Earl McCollum, president of the 
Star company, said the matter was 
in the hands of the National La- 
bor Relations Board. He issued a 
statement, saying the carriers had 
petitioned the board for recogni- 
tion but had “adopted the alterna- 
tive of placing a _ picket line 
around the plant” although the 
Star was ready to try the matter 
before the board without delay. 

The newspaper's radio station, 

DAF, was supplementing regu- 
lar newscasts with special news 
reports prepared by the Star’s edi- 
torial staff. 

Union pressmen and printers 
were not involved. in the strike, 
but refused to cross the picket 
line, leaving the composing room 
and press room idle. 

“The employer has refused to 
recognize the carriers as em- 
ployes, insisting they are mer- 
chants and not employes,” Bond 
said, He said the union had 
made many attempts to bargain 
with the newspaper. 

McCollum said in a statement: 

“Mechanical departments of the 
Star were tied up because of the 
placing of a picket line around the 
Star building. by a small 
group of carriers who are indepen- 
dent contractors and not employes. 
Pressmen and composing room 
employes not involved in any dis- 
pute with the Star declined to go 
through the picket line until they 
had gotten instructions from their 
international officers. No notice of 
the picket line was given to the 
Star or to other unions. 

“For several months. efforts 
have been made to organize the 
contract carriers of the Star and 
there is now pending before the 
local regional labor board a peti- 
tion for certification which repre- 
sents a small number of the con- 
tract carriers, e 

“No hearing has ever been re- 
quested on the petition. The Star 
is ready to try out the matter be- 
fore the labor board without delay, 
and has so advised the petitioning 
carriers but they have expressed 
an unwillingness to so proceed be- 
fore the board.” 

Bond said his union had peti- 
tioned the labor board for a con- 
sent election about two months 
ago but that the Star management 
would not meet with the labor 
board, contending that the con- 
tract carriers were independent 
dealers,

The plan, a bulky book of 85 
typewritten sheets, with many 
maps and charts, contains discus- 
sions of Population, Land Use and 
Zoning, Housing, Streets and Traf- 
fic Ways, Public Recreation, Ma- 
jor Street Plan, Mass Transporta- 
tion, Air Transportation, and the 
Central Business District. 

The section on Air Transporta- 
tion embraces the metropolitan 
airport plan adopted by the City 
Airport Commission in 1945, That 
plan calls for 35 airports in the 
Metropolitan area, five of them 
within the city limits. Ten would 
be on the Illinois side of the Mis- 
sissippi River. The proposed ports 
are classified as three major air- 
ports, Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
Columbia Bottoms and Lakeside, 
east of Granite City; one secon- 
dary port; 15 minor fields, 13 local 
personal fields, and three con- 
gested area ports. 

Review on Housing. 

In its review of city housing 
conditions, incorporated into the 
plan, the Commission says: 

“We cannot truthfully say that 
St. Louis ts a good place in which 
to live when we spend $4,000,000 
general tax funds to maintain our 
obsolete areas. (This sum repre- 
sents the difference in cost of 
governmental service and tax col- 
lections annually in these areas.) 

“We have 33,000 dwellings still 

dependent on outside privy vaults. 
We have an additional 25,000 
dwellings wher2 toilets are shared 
by several familiess. We have 
82,000 dwellings in structures built 
before 1900. 
' “We have obsolete and blighted 
districts because our interest has 
always been centered in the new- 
est and latest houses and subdi- 
visions in areas of new develop- 
ment. <As home owners have 
moved to successive outlying 
neighborhoods, the earlier homes 
have been allowed to deteriorate. 
No matter how great the extent 
of disintegration, these old homes 
are seldom adequately repaired 
and are rarely torn down. This 
is no way to build a sound city. 

“We have had no housing policy 
and no housing program other 
than that of abandonment of old 
areas and a to new fringe 
areas. This is a frightfully waste- 
ful policy, of which we have not 
yet reckoned the full cost. It is 
a tragic policy because of the poor 
housing conditions which must be 
endured by those unable to move 
to the new outlying areas. 

“Our obsolete and blighted dis- 
tricts now embrace half the city’s 
area. They will continue to ex- 
pand until the whole city is en- 
gulfed, unless we remove the 
causes of this condition. There is 
no reason why the older neighbor- 
hoods cannot be kept wholesome 
and attractive. We can redirect 
our attention to creating good liy- 
ing conditions in older central 
areas. It is not difficult to visu- 
alize complete transformation of 
the city by a new housing policy 
and a bold program.” 

Express Highways. 

Express highways, separated 
grade thoroughfares, elevated or 
depressed, form the Commission’s 
chief solution for the traffic con- 
gestion problem. 

“Traffic experts have  con- 
cluded,” the Commission says, 
“that a modern need is for a sep- 
arated grade thoroughfare com- 
pletely surrounding the business 
district, which will accommodate 
by-pass traffic and serve as in- 
town distributor for interstate 
and local express highways.” 

The Commission has planned, for 
modern express highway construc- 
tion of this type, a route along 
Third street and connections north 
via Broadway and Mullanphy 
street to North Florissant avenue 
at Fifteenth street, and south- 
ward via Gravois avenue, extended 
from Third and Chouteau avenue 
to the intersection of Eighteenth 
street, Russell 4nd Gravois ave- 
nues. A loop would be created by 
extending this separated grade 
construction west along Chouteau 
avenue to Eighteenth, then north- 
ward to Mullanphy.

A more even density of popula- 
tion is another objective stressed 
by the Commission, Present tables 
show a range from an average of 
7 persons per acre to 85 persons 
an acre. The objective indicated 
is to house not more than 70 per- 
sons per acre in “modern garden- 
type apartments.” 

Enactment by the city of a 
Minimum Standards Housing *Or- 
dinance, a draft of which has 
been prepared by the Commission 
and other agencies with the aid 
of the American Public Health 
Association, is declared to be 
“the most important single req- 
uisite for improvement of hous- 
ing in St. Louis.” 


Such an ordinance would fix 
minimum standards of space per 
person; would require adequate 
window space and screens; would 
fix a standard of sanitary and 
toilet conditions; and would pre- 
scribe repairs, heating and light- 
ing facilities. “Unless and until 
such ah ordinance has been 
adopted and enforced,” the Com-

“The rehabilitation of blighted 
areas is the No Man’s Land of 
housing. It is more important 
than reconstruction of obsolete 
areas, It is a field that has been 
completely neglected, partly be- 
cause it is less spectacular that 
reconstruction, and partly because 
the opportunities for profitable 
investment are presumably less.” 

Grade Separations. 

Desirability of grade separations 
at heavy-traffic intersections is 
urged by the Commission. Two 
such intersections named are at 
Grand boulevard and Market st. 
and at Kingshighway and Lindell 
boulevards, Attention is called to 
the. possibility of Federal funds 
for this purpose and for widen- 
ing of streets used as through 
highways. 

Depressed or elevated express 
highways are prescribed as the 
only relief for traffic density too 
great to be accommodated on 
8-lane streets. 

New parks are needed, the Com- 
mission says, to meet the city’s

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CHURCHILL HEADS 
GROUP TOPROMOTE 
A’UNITED EUROPE 


Non-Partisan Committee 
Formed — Press Luke- 
warm, Fears Move May 


Offend Russia. 


LONDON, Jan. 17 (AP)—Wins- 
ton Churchill, announcing forma- 
tion of a non-partisan committee 
to promote a “ited Kurope,” got 
a lukewarm reception from the 
London press today. Most jour- 
nals applauded the sentiment but 
were frankly fearful that Russia 
would view the proposed union as 
an anti-Soviet bloc. 

The Telegraph (Conservative) 
said the “general idea is good.” 
The Daily Herald (Labor) de- 
clared it “would arouse suspicion 
and opposition in Russia and 
would tend to create deeper divi- 
sions between Russia and Brit- 
ain.” 

Announcement of the creation of 
a “United Europe Committee,” 
with the outspoken wartime Prime 
Minister as chairman, was made 
last night. Leaders of al] shades 
of British political opinion joined 
Churchill with the aim to “unite 
all the peoples of Europe” in elim- 
inating war. 

Opposition Acknowledged, 

The general statement of the 
committee’s program limited the 
union proposal to encouraging Eu- 
ropean nations “to group them- 
selves together in larger units” 
under the United Nations charter 
and did not mention Churchill's 
plan for a United States of Europe 
as proposed last September at 
Zurich. 

Tacitly acknowledging some 
present opposition to a “United 
Europe,” the committee's state- 
ment said “some countries may 
for the present feel unable to take 
action; but those who can should 
make a start. Others will join 
with them later.” 

“The final elimination of war 
can be assured only by eventual 
creation of a system of world gov- 
ernment,” the statement said. “As 
a practical step toward this ulti- 
mate ideal, appropriate nations 
should be encouraged to group 
themselves together in larger 
units. 

Free Consultation Urged. 

“It would be premature to de- 
fine the precise constitutional re- 
lationship between the nations of 
a unified Europe. Unity can grow 
only from free consultation.” 

Committee members said they 
had been in touch with leaders of 
-other European nations, The 
policy statement said “since for 
the moment governments find it 
difficult to take the initiative the 
responsibility falls upon individual 
citizens.”

‘Hypocritical Noise’ Abroad Over

MOSCOW, Jan. 17 (UP) — The 
Soviet government newspaper Iz- 
vestia said today that revision of 
the Spitsbergen treaty was néces- 
sary but denied Russia intends to 
make unilateral revisions with 
Norway. 

The Izvestia commentator, “In- 
ternational Observer,” suggested 
that foreign newspapers were pub- 
licizing the Spitsbergen negotia- 
tions between Russia anc Norway 
“to cover up various suspicious 
machinations by unspecified in- 
terests.” . 

He said United States was 
claiming bases in the Pacific and 
desires to establish buses in 
Greenland amd _§ Iceland. He 
charged that certain groups in the 
United States and Britain were 
“raising a hypecritical noise” about 
the Spitsbergen negotiations. 


Izvestia eaid the 1920 Paris 
treaty giving Norway sovereignty 
over Spitsbergen ignored the Sov- 
iet Union, although ‘territorially 
and. economically its interests 
toward Spitsbergen are undis- 
puted.” Moreover, it said, the 
treaty included Bear Island “which 
is really Russian.” 

Izvestia coritended Article 9 of 
the treaty, which forbids fortifi- 
cation of the Spitsberren islands 
under the League of Nations was 
no longer binding tecause the 
League has been dissolved.

Little America Base Moved 1% Miles East 
by Glacier’s Progress—Ships Anchored 
in Bay of Whales. 


By H. D. QUIGG 

WITH BYRD EXPEDITION 
OFF LITTLE AMERICA, Jan. 17 
(UP)—Advance ships of the Byrd 
Antarctic expedition reached the 
Bay of Whales last night and a 
ski-borne reconnaissance team 
scouted to within binocular-sight 
of Little America, 


For ships of the central task 
group, it was the end of a 44- 
day, 10,000 mile voyage from Nor- 
folk, Va., to the body of water 
which is the gateway to Little 
America. 


The task group was anchored 
at the bay’s mouth, unable to go 
inside and establish a base yet 
because of thick ice. The ships 
were to go in and unload one at 
a time as soon as the icebreaker 
Northwind cleared enough open 
water, 


The scouting party was *ut 
ashore from the Northwind and 
went to within a mile of Little 
America III, the base used from 
1939 to 1941 by the last Byrd expe- 
dition. 

Looking through binoculars at 
the camp site, the party saw 
building ventilators and radio an- 
tenna poles sticking out of the 
snow, apparently much as the 194] 
expedition left them. 

Camp Moved by Glacier. 
The camp had moved one and 


one-quarter miles eastward with 
the movements of the great glacier 
since 1941, when the camp was 
established. 

R. Adm, Richard E, Byrd’s first 
and second Little America cam 
were. located six miles farther 
south and their fate is not known, 
They may have disappeared in the 
upthrow ridges of-pressure ice, 


The scouting team was unable 
to select a site for a new base 
because low clouds and snow lim- 
ited visibility. 


The party reported good level 
surface for airstrips, but it found 
unloading conditions ‘unfavorable 
because the bay was rimmed with 
jagged “pressure ridges” of ice, 

The reconnaissance team in- 
cluded Paul A. Siple, senior War 
Department representative, of Ar 
lington, Va., a veteran of three 
previous Antarctic trips; Comdr. 
Clifford Campbell, advance base 
commander, of Spokane, Wash., 
and Lt. Comdr. James McCoy, ad- 
vance base executive officer, of 
Bunn, N. C. 

R. Adm. Richard H. Cruzen of 
Gallatin, Mo., task force com- 
mander, said Lt. (jg) Halvor 
Iverson, of Savannah, Ga., would 
lead another reconnaissance group 
ashore later today. He said this 
group would select a landing and/| 
unloading point, and explore

CUT IN U.S, AID TO VETERANS 
SELLING INSURANCE OPPOSED 


A protest against <distontinu- 
ance of government assistance to 
veterans working as insurance 
salesmen was made by the Insur- 
ance Board of St. Louis in a tele- 
gram yesterday to Gen, Omar 
Bradley, head of the Veterans’

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ATOM BOMB TARGETS 
USTED BY GENERAL 


William E. Kepner Describes 
Possible Tactics in 
Talk Here. 


ee 


Targets on which the atomic 
bomb might conceivably be used 
by an enemy power against the 
United States would be targets 
of concentration, Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam E, Kepner, commanding gen- 
eral, Technica] Division, Air Train- 
ing Command, Scott Field, said 
last night. 

Such targets, he said, would in- 
clude transportation centers, com- 
munication centers, Navy yards, 
harbors, dry docks and concen- 
trated arrays of surface vessels: 


He spoke before the St. Louis 
chdpter of the Air Reserve Asso- 
ciation at Soldiers’, Memorial. 


Concentrated defense forces, 
situated in areas where enemy in- 
vasion forces might desire to land, 
also would be prime targets, he 
said. Bombing of miscellaneous 
targets that will inevitably appear 
due to enemy tactics, either in de- 
fense or offense, also can be ex- 
pected, he said. 


The genera] said that at present 
there were three principal de- 
fensive measures against the 
bomb. The first is to prevent 
enemy attacks before they occur, 
“which means if the enemy is 
already at war with us, to attack 
and in such a manner that he is 
thus not able to make an attack.” 


The second defensive measure 
is to array “our own dispositions 
so that they offer no suitable tar- 
gets.” This is extremely difficult 
in a highly industrial country like 
the United States, he said, The 
third measure, he said, is to main- 
tain an ability to retaliate in the 
event the enemy attacks. 


“We must keep a superior set- 
up on international intelligence, 
be eternally vigilant, exercise the 
best of judgment, educate all of 
our people to such an extent that 
they keep their balance, and the 
nation as such remains in equil- 
ibrium, prepared to maintain itself 
in the face of all aggression,” he 
warned. 

Gen. Kepner, a former com- 
manding general of the Fourth 
Air Force and of the Eighth 
Fighter Command, Eighth Air 
Force, in the European Theater, 
served as Deputy Task Force 
Commander of last swnmer’s 
Bikini tests. He is a command 
pilot, combat observer, senior bal- 
loon pilot, semi-rigid craft pilot 
and metalclad airship pilot.

“Is $350 a month too much to 
pay to an army to insure, us 
against war?” he said. 

“In prewar years we have tried 
the policy of military weakness, 
and have seen it fail,” he said. 
“That policy has dragged us into 
two world wars, with heavy cost | 
in lives and treasure. Neither war 
would have happened if the United 
States had been prepared for war. 
We will not make that mistake a 
third time, if we are to profit 
from experience.” 

Austin On U.N. Veto. 

The council was addressed last 
might by Warren R. Austin, new 
American representative on the 
United Nations Security Council, 
who said that use of the veto by 
any of the Big Five nations to 
escape the obligation to keep 
peace would nullify the U.N. 
charter. . 

Nullification, he said, would 
mean war “in defense of the char- 
ter.” 

Austin, who took his seat in the 
U.N. Security Council for the first 
time Wednesday, said he believed 
the U.N. would reach unanimous 
understanding for international 
control of atomic energy and 


the Big Five, as well as other 
members of the United Nations, 
were legally and morally bound 
by the charter to refrain “from 
the threat or use of force against 
the territorial integrity or politi- 
cal independence of any state.” 

They are aiso bound, he said, 
“to take effective collective meas- 
ures for the prevention and re- 
moval of threats to the peace and 
for the suppression of acts of ag- 
gression or other breaches of the 
peace ” 

He quoted from a speech Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister V. M. Molo- 
tov made to the U.N. General As- 
sembly last month to show that 
once a system of international 
control, inspection and _  enforce- 
ment over atomic energy is 
adopted the veto plan does not 
apply. In his speech, Molotov said 
it was “entirely wrong to consider 
. +. that any government possess- 
ing the right of veto will be in a 
position to hinder the fulfilment 
of control and inspection.” 

At a news conference, Austin 
said that “without any doubt” 
there is “a divine plan leading us 
and guarding 
spite “our difficulties and fights 
we are reaching a point where 
peace will prevail.” 

He said the atomic control pro- 
posal of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, now is the first order of 
business before the Security Coun- 
cil, 

He said he believed the council 
would reach a unanimous agree- 
ment for control of atomic energy 
which would meet completely the 
position regarding enforcement- 
which the United States has main- 
ained. 

Negotiations may be “tough,” 
he said, but the “whole disagree- 
ment” between the United States 
and Russia with respect to the 
veto power in the Security Council 
will be “cleared up,” he said. 

“Any treaty establishing inter- 
nationa] control of atomic energy, 
or of any other major Weapon 
adaptable to mass destruction 
should include precise and un- 
equivocal definition of what acts 
would constitute violation of its 
terms and provide for punishment 
appropriate to the nature of each 
violation.” he said. .¢ | 
Better Pay for Lawmakers. 


A legislative committee of the 
Council of State Governments 
recommended 12 measures yester- 
day which were presented to the 
organizations general assembly 
to be forwarded to the 44 states 
in which legislatures are meeting 
this year, 

Recommendations were: 

Removal of restrictions on the 
length of legislative sessions; in- 
crease in the compensation of 
members; lengthening of the 
terms of members; retention of 
key legislative personnel despite 
political changes; 

Reduction of the number of 
committees “wherever practica- 
ble”; public hearings on all ma- 
jor bills; provision of interim 
committees when the legisla- 
tures are not meeting; strength- 
ening of legislative reference 
services;

He said the effect of the veto 
power in the Security Council, 
held by the United States, Britain, 
Russia, China and France, “was 
generally misunderstood.” 

Obligations Under Charter. 


“No countr® can veto itself out 
of its obligations under the char- 
ter,” he said.

“I have heard it said that the 
veto legalizes aggression by a per- 
manent member (of the Security 
Council) ‘because that member 
can prevent enforcement acts 
against itself,” he said. “Of 
course, that is not true. It is just 
the contrary.” | 

“Far from legalizing aggression, 
the use of the veto either by an 
aggressor or by another member 
to protect the aggressor from the 
consequences of his crime would 
in itself be a violation of the 
charter. It would be nullifica- 
tion.” 

Recalls U. S. Civil War, 

Drawing a parallel between the 
United Nations and the Federal 
union of 13 colonies, he suggested 
that a war in defense of the char- 
ter would be similar to the United 
States Civil War. 

“You are representatives of the 
overnments of the 48 states, you 
now well the meaning of nullifi- 
cation in our owa history and you 
know that there is only one cer- 
tain answer to nullification—war 
in support of the law and the 
Union.” 

He admitted that the powers

German and Austrian peace treaties. 


The influential London Econo- 
mist, terming reparations “the 
crux of the whole matter,” said 
the “key to a German settlement” 
might lie in an American loan to 
Russia, 

“The Russians have asked for 
10 billion dollars’ worth of frep- 
arations from Germany, but the 
certainty of half that figure in 
dollars now would be of infinitely 
greater economic value,” the paper 
said. “Prime Minister Stalin has 
on two occasions recently referred 
to Russia's need for an American 
loan. The whole atmosphere of 
the coming Moscow conference 

ight be changed if successful 
loan negotiations had already been 
completed in Washington.” 

Commenting on the heavy cost 
of occupation and asserting that 
unification of Germany would 
cut these expenditures, the Econ- 
omist added that “Russian de- 
mands seem to Russians to be jus- 
tified many times over and it 
would indeed be a remarkable sit- 
uation if dollars could be found 
for a defeated aggressor but not 
for a devastated ily.” 

Meanwhile, the Big Four depu- 
ties agreed that they would in- 
clude neither “praise nor condem- 
nation” in the Austrian treaty’s 
preamble, but would confine it to 
historic facts. 


Although the deputies apparent- 
ly reached substantial agreement 
on what the preamble should ex- 
press, they adjourned without 
writing any of it. Each of the 
four delegations named a commit- 
tee, and at Monday’s session, four 
proposed preambles will be sub- 
mitted 

Austfalia apparently lost its ap- 
peal for active participation by 
the “little nations” in discussing 
the German and Austrian treaties. 
Feodor T. Gusev, Russian deputy 
foreign minister, insisted that the 
smaller nations appear before the 
four-power deputies only when 
presenting their own .treaty pro- 
posals. 


The United States, Britain and 
France appeared to have dropped 
their earlier support of the Austra- 
lian proposal. 

Canada, invited to present its 
views on the German settlement 
before a meeting of the deputies 
last Tuesday, objected strenuously 
last night to the method adopted 
by the deputies for hearing small 
nations’ views on the peace set- 
tlements. 

“The Canadian Government 
does not regard the invitation (to 
present views to the deputies) in 
its present form as affording Can- 
ada an opportunity for participa- 
tion in the peace settlement in 
the way which would be appropri- 
ate for a country which contrib- 
uted substantially to the war 
against Germany,” said External 
Affairs Minister Louis St. Laurent, 
in a special statement. 

An official spokesman added 
the comment: “The _ invitation 
may have been carelessly drafted, 
but no country could accept it.” 

Brazil, in a note sent to Sir Wil- 
liam Strang of Britain, chairman 
of the conference for this week, 
also protested that the smaller 
states were not being adequately 
represented. 

The deputies decided yesterday 
to set up four committees to or- 
ganize their work: Steering, and 
co-ordinating, political structure 
and territories, finance and econ- 
omy, and military affairs,

A Defense of Co-ops 


Te the Bditer of the Post-Dispatch: 

I would like to bring out a few salient 
facts relevant to the letter in the Jan. 
14 Post-Dispatch from Edw. T. Tenney 
Jr., secretary of the Tax Equality Com- 
mittee of Eastern Missouri, headed “Co- 
ops and Taxes.” Mr. Tenney implies that 
co-ops are not basically different from 
other corporations and are receiving 
“unjust” tax exemptions. He states that 
co-ops are expanding tremendously and 
driving out private-enterprise competi- 
a: because of their income-tax free- 
Everyone should know that true co- 
@peratives do not pay income or excess- 
profits taxes because they actually da 
not make profits. “Profits” of the kind 
that profit-corporations seek are ruled 
out in the constitutions and by-laws 
of the true Rochdale type co-operatives. 
These co-coperatives—regardiess of size 
—are organizations of people for the 
purpose of performing some service 
without profit; the savings that are 
thereby accrued are paid to each mem- 
ber as his own saving on his o pa- 
tronage. He cannot derive profit from 
the patronage of others to his organiza- 
tion. No dividends are paid to stock- 
holders. 

The government does not lose out on 
the taxes. In a producing, marketing 
or processing co-operative these savings 
will be reported in the individual tax-re- 
turns of .the member-patrons as in- 
creased profits and each member will 
pay his own income tax on his own 
savings returned by the co-operative. 

Neither is that portion of the savings 
which the co-operative uses for expan- 
sion and education tax-free by special 
privilege. Profit corporations that com- 
pete with the co-operatives also are ex- 
panding and advertising. Profit cor- 

rations list these outlays of money as 

usiness expense and deduct them in 
tax declarations. 

Real non-profit co-operatives should 
not be discouraged by our government. 
Their worth is becoming demonstrated 
now as never before in helping to stretch 
consumer buying power and retard infla- 
tion by elimination of high profits. 

I must hasten to say that these com- 
ments apply only to true, Rochdale-type 
non-profit co-operatives. Many corpora- 
tions that call themseves co-operatives 
are really profit corporations in fact 
and should be taxed like other profit 
corporations, and I believe most of 
them are so taxed.

But important though these matters are, they 
are after all details which can be worked out.

General indorsement 
of the Forrestal-Patterson plan by the chairmen 
of the new armed forces committees—Gurney 
in the Senate and Andrews in the House—gives 
every indication of congressional co-operation.

Three Counts on the Police 

The St. Louis Police Department has had 
three counts against it in three months. The 
latest is the FBI’s report on the department rece 
ord system, which is’ antiquated, confused and 
misleading. 

Presumably a police department should know 
how much crime there is, and of what nature, 
in order to combat it. Ours does not know. In 
checking the monthly reports of major crimes 
against records at police district stations, FBI 
investigators found that only about 50 per cent 
of the burglaries and 60 per cent of the rob- 
beries were listed in the uniform crime reports. 
In some cases crimes were not classified prop- 
erly; in others the reports were not forwarded 
to headquarters. Some discrepancies defied ex- 
planation, 

But this is nothing new. The Governmental 
Research Institute made a similar study in 1942. 
It said the system “invites the suppression of 
crime reports by district commanders.” The se- 
rious charge went unheeded for four years, Then 
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-in December a district captain held up a report 


on the accident involving Sheriff Dougherty. 
This was a case in point, And what looked like 


a hush-up in the Sheriff's case was not explained 


by the suspension of the district captain. 

Neither has the Police Board taken any visible 
action about a third count of criticism, which 
arose in November. The Governmental Research 
Institute found then that the Police Department 
was overmanned and “is one place where expen- 
ditures can be cut.” q 

Although the Dougherty case has not been set- 
tled properly, and nothing has been done to‘chop 
the dead wood from the department, the Police 
Board is expected to revise the crime records 
and reporting system as proposed by the FBI. 
H. Sam Priest, Police Board president, had asked 
for the FBI inquiry. Fortunately, Mr, Priest 
proved what he could do in overhauling ineffi- 
cient practices when he was Circuit Clerk, 

The whole police system is in question. De- 
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apite an everioad of persennel, the records pro- 
eedure is a mess, we have no true picture of 
erime here and the Dougherty’case almost eluded 
portrayal. The Police Board has a thorough job 
of fumigation and reorganization on its wasted 
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The New MVA Bill 


Senator Murray’s new MVA bill is a fine ex- 
ample of profiting by legislative debate. It 
embodies changes made to meet all the valid 
objections raised against the two previous MVA 
bills introduced by Senator Myrray. In exactly 
such a way was the late Senator Norris's legis- 
lation on Musele Shoals perfected to the final 
measure which became the TVA Act in 1933. 

For all the people of the Missouri Valley who 
are seriously interested in arriving at the best 
means of development of their natural resources, 
the new Murray bill affords a rallying point. 
They have a fight on their hands, and a hard 
one, for there are many agencies of business and 
government that oppose MVA on the narrow 
grounds that they have a plum and want to 
keep it. 

Contractors whe receive contracts from the 
Army Engineers, barge-line operators who are 
used to exchanging back-seratching with the 
same agency, privately owned electric power 
companies which are afraid of legitimate com- 
petition from public agencies, federal depart- 
ments that have nice bulging pork barrels and 
don’t want te give them up—all these and others 
will fight MVA to the last ditch. This leaves 
nobody to fight for MVA but the people whose 
dominating motive is the best interest of the en- 
tire valley. 

The, fight for MVA has only begun, and in 
1947 is it’ more important than it was in 1946 
er 1945. In those earlier years the issue was 
between an inferior and a superior way of doing 
things. Now it comes near te an issue of get- 
ting anything done at all. The Pick-Sloan com- 
promise plan dees not offer enough, and it sub- 
merges al] the elements of a complete program 
exeept those in which the Army Engineers and 
the Reclamation Bureau have a bureaucratic 
interest. 

This fact has led to continuous disputes, which 
are crystallized in the objections raised by Gov. 
Donnelly. The Missouri Governor points out 
that the Pick-Sloan plan does not offer benefits 
enough to offset the sacrifices it requires. The 
same will be true of any plan except one in 
which every resource receives its proper em- 
phasis--and that is possible only under a single 
management. 

The only single management proposed is MVA, 
If, instead, the valley continues the bickering 
that is inevitable as long as makeshift, conflict- 
ing management prevails, the remainder of the 
country may decide that the development of the 
Missouri Basin should wait until the people who 
live in it ean come to some agreement. Here

In Illinoig across the Mississippi! river 
from St. Louis, Mo,, is a community called 
East St. Louis. For many years gambling 
has flourished openly there, with the con- 
nivance of corrupt officials, The condition 
was deplored by St, Louis newspapers and 
the better citizens of East St. Louis itself, 
but so strong was the entrenched political 
machine and so close its alliance with the 
gambling fraternity that the community 
despaired of improvement, 


Then came a “runaway” grand jury. Sum- 
moned for routine duties, it went, of its 
own volition, into the gambling menace 
and disgrace and came up with half a 
dozen or more indictments, ineluding offi- 
cials charged with “palpable omission of 
duty.” Two big-time gamblers were in- 
dicted. 

Hast St, Louis is a long distance from 
eastern New York, so our interest is not in 
the indictments in themselves. What we 
want to emphasize is the power of a grand 
jury, once it is aroused. Commenting on 
this in connection with the East St. Louis 
findings, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch re- 
marks: 

“The real significance of this event is 
not the penalties which convictions would 
visit upon:those indicted. The important 
thing is that a courageous group of citizens, 
impaneled as grand jurors, have sounded 
the trumpet of revolt against underworld 
government in East St. Louis. 


Little Understood Factor 


“Resisting threats against their jobs and 
risking physical revenge by gangsters, they 
have set in motion the wheels of law en- 
forcement and opened the way for decent 
citizens to take the reins of government 
from a lawless and corrupt machine.” 

The grand jury is a little-understood fac- 
tor in our legal machinery. Usually it func- 
tions in a more or lesg routine fashion, It 
hears evidence against accused persons, but 
no defense, and decides whether prosecution 
is warranted. It inspects the jail and coun- 
ty home, it offers suggestions as to official 
quarters in the court house. It praises of- 
ficials, sométimes mildly criticizes. 

But beyond al! this it possesses the latent 
power to look into any condition that con- 


cerns public moral or physical well-being. 
It can, as an arm of the court, summon 
witnesses and punish those who defy it. It 
can probe into public administration and 
fitness of officials; It is one of the most 
potent instrumentalities of government by 
— people that we inherited from English 
aw. 


Last winter a mild attempt was made in 
Albany to clip the wings of grand. juries. 
Certain public officials had been censured 
by a grand jury in New York City, appar. 
ently undeservedly. The answer sought for 
a single miscarriage of fairness was the 
prevention of such criticism of officials, 
short of indictment. 


Gov, Dewey on Jury Rights 


But Gov, Dewey, himself long an able 
prosecutor, wisely decided that an occasion- 
al lapse by no means justified an encroach- 
ment on the right of a grand jury to exer- 
cise the utmost latitude, so he vetoed the 
bill, He felt, correctly, that not only should 
there be no entering wedge of restraint, but 
that the censuring in a “presentment,” that 
is, a grand jury statement, might serve e 
salutary purpose when malfeasance, malad- 
ministration and other indictable crimes 
were not found, but some moral laxity or 
slovenly official attitude existed. 


A summons to serve on a grand jury is 
not something to be taken lightly, not mere- 
ly an irksome annoyance, an invitation to 
mechanical rubber-atamping, a pastime for 
those not otherwise engaged. No other body 
holds like power over the life and liberty 
of citizens, 

Without its consent no man can be tried 
for a major crime. Against its right to 
delve into public conditions no man or party 
or bloc can interpose. To be part of it is 
to be integrated into a great institution. It 
is an honor to be so trusted by your free 
fellow citizens. 

The occasional outburst of a free citizen- 
ry through a grand jury, such as in East 
St. Louls, compensates for the thousands of 
routine matters considered by these bodies, 
often formalities that magistrates could just 
as well handle. But like the reserve power 
in a good automobile, it is there when it is 
needed,

Bernard Shaw's drama, “Caesar and Cleo- 
patra,” is top-notch entertainment because 
it exudes that rare quality, intelligence.

and his enemies; those with Caesar in 
soliloquy. 

It is not the action, not the words; not 
the heroics, but the very human Shaw- 
conceived character of the great personages 
as produced in the film without those 
“touches” which Hollywood would undoubdt- 
edly have inserted, but which the British 
avoided, accepting the Shaw scenario for 
what it was—excellent. 

We don’t want to brand “Caesar and 
Cleopatra” with any of the hackneyed la- 
bels of greatness. It's intelligent--that’s 
all, and that’s enough. 


One Japanese’s Life. 


A BROTHER IS A STRANGER, by Toru Matsumeote 

Marien Lerrige. (Asia Press, New York.) 

This autobiographical book is so full ¢ 
illuminating data and subject matter fc 
discussion or conjecture that a reviewer ¢ 
spairs of reducing hig copious notes te 
single short review. It makes engrossin 
reading. For here ig the modern histo 
of Japan (told through one boy’s life), wi 
intimate glimpses of some of its mili 
tic citizens and an introduction to a surp 
ing number of Japan's rebellious sons 
daughters, written by one of the “ingerw 
ble ones," Toru Matsumoto, native-born Jar 
anege. 

Under Matsumoto’s clinical analysis th 
viciously pictured slant-eyed yellow man t 
comes interestingly the victim of a spli 
personality: “It is impossible for individual 
to achieve full self-expression, and so the 
frustration piles up and up behind a ¢ 
and finally breaks through in violence an 
agetession.” 
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Toru, who grew up in a household equal 
ly ag opposed, was confused over his r ’ 
er's Christian God, hig grandmother’ 
Buddha, and enforced Emperor worship a 
school. Acceptance of his mother’s 
tianity and an “unarranged marriage” c 
him the unending enmity of his older broth 
er, who was a confessed militarist, 
single household is representative, in 
measure, of the worst and best in the who 
country. 

Toru’s brother is the polite yet violen 
cruel, the arrogant yet obedient, the ind 
trious yet fatalistic Japanese we most ofter 
visualize. Toru, graduate of Union Theolog 
ical Seminary, ardent supporter of democ 
racy and Christian ethics, is neverthel 
alao a real Japanese and he would have t 
know that there are other young people li 
him in Japan.

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IONISM has hitherto been unique in the history of national move- 
ments in that it has preached the achievement of its goal through 
love and labor, and not by blood and sword. Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 


who has now been retired as president of the World Zionist Organ- 


ization, has to me been a symbol 


of the noblest in statesmanship— 


this remarkable man, full of patience and wisdom, whose ethical 
eohcepts go back to the Isaianic prophecies and the moral impera- 
tives which originated at the foot of Sinai, 


It is this faith in justice, sup- 
ported down the centuries — in 
freedom and in bondage—which 
Ras guided the Zionist movement 

r more than 30 years and, de- 
agpite despair and anguish, has 
managed to save it from that 
despondency which results in 
vengeful and wicked acts. 

In a world given over to evil 
in the name of good, Dr. Weiz- 
mafin never believed that the end 
justifies the means, and felt that 
any.such philosophy would malign 
and traduce that tradition which 
has kept his people alive, even at 
the rim of total destruction. 
“Learn not the way of the na- 
tions.” he taught his people. 
“Jewish salvation can only be ob- 
tained on a moral basis.” 


American Culprits. 

It would appear to some that, 
with the elimination of Dr. Weiz- 
mann from Zionist leadership, the 
Zionist movement has broken with 
its own traditions. The reports 
from the Basle Congress indicated 
that strident slogan-slingers, and 
incontinent rhetoricians reigned 
supreme and sought to destroy 
that figure which was, and still 
remains, the movement’s teacher. 

Last July, I had advised that 
American Zionists, schooled in 
democracy, should take over Zion- 
ist leadership from the Palestinian 
Jews, who, I then believed, were 
prone to violence and  non- 
democratic processes. I confess 
that I was mistaken. The main 
culprits at Basle were Americans, 
not Palestinians. 

The Palestinian Jews, the direct 
sufferers of the situation, the men, 
women and children who cry out 
under injustice, whose relatives 
are barred by the White Paper 
from joining them in Palestine, 
have not, I believe, yielded to the 
rhetoric which affects some peo- 
ple as dope does. They have been 
realistic, as befitting the sons of 
an ancient people known for its 
realism, and, as far as I can 
léarn, they gupport, in their vast 
majority, Dr. Chaim Weizmann. 

An analysis of the voting at 
Basle indicates that the political 
resolution, adopted at the World 
Zionist Congress, against partici- 
pation in the London conferences 
was supported by only 171 out of 
375 delegates. While it drew more 
votes than other resolutions, it 
did not obtain a real majority, 


Weizmann’s Strength. 


But it wag this resolution that 
decided Dr. Weizmann to retire 
from office. A resolution for par- 
ticipation, obtained 154 votes. A 
second group of pro-Weizmann 
votes, 25 in all, was dissipated be- 
cause it was cast for a third reso- 
lution. The merger of the 25 and 
the 154 would have defeated the 
American - sponsored resolution 

inst participation. Had Dr. 
eizmann been placed as a candi- 


date before the Congress, I think 
there is no doubt that an over- 
whelming majority of the dele- 
gates would have been for him. 


One-Fourth ‘Activist.’ 


I point this out to show that 
there is substantial evidence that 
the Zionist movement as a whole 
has not forsaken the course sym- 
bolized by Dr. Weizmann, which 
has been always to defend, never 
to aggress. It was only a techni- 
cal victory for the “militant” 
forces. Actually, three-quarters of 
the members of the new Zionist 
Executive were members of the 
Weizmann administration. Only 
one-quarter are “Activists.” I hope 
that this bodes well for the move- 
ment and will vindicate it in the 
eyes of those who have main- 
tained their trust in its moral in- 
tegrity, despite all that dissident 
groups on the loose have done to 
malign the Palestinian Jewish 
community. The fact that Dr. 
Weizmann’s support centers in 
Palestine—not the United States 
—bears testimony to this. 

The post of president has re- 
mained vacant. At the Zionist 
Congress, Dr. Weizmann had the 
courage to search the soul of his 
people even as he accused the 
democratic world of oversight 
and negligence when his people 
were being crammed into crema- 
tories, ; 

Quoting Jeremiah’s words to 
Zedekiah, Dr. Weizmann warned 
the “Activists” of a great and 
tragic parallel in ancient Jewish 
history and counseled them to re- 
turn to moral force.as the foun- 
dation of the fight against Brit- 
ish policy. “For death,” he quoted, 
“is come up into our windows, it 
is entered into our palaces; to cut 
off the children from without and 
the young men from the streets.” 


Palestine in Peril. 


I cannot, therefore, believe that 
the Zionist movement has been 
finally derailed from its historic 
course, The fact that even the so- 
called activists now seem ready to 
participate in the London Confer- 
ence, seems to indicate that the 
movement is sobering up from 
the effects of the rhetorical 
saturnale of Basle. 

I believe that all those in- 
terested in the problem of Pal- 
estine should bear in mind that 
there is only one Weizmann. Fur- 
ther frustration, added anguish 
for the Jews, may undermine the 
moral position of this great leader, 
consume the noble ideals of the 
movement, and make it prey to 
influences which would imperil all 
that is involved in Palestine. 

And Palestine is not an island 
unto itself, and, as Dr. Weizmann 
has repeatedly warned, what hap- 
pens to the Jews is usually a fore- 
cast of what happens to the 
world, ‘

* American system of free education and what-it has achieved. 


These same political orators 
had better take a good, hard look 
at our school system today. Under 
the pounding of inflation it is 
crumbling away. That sounds 


sensational but it comes close to 
being the truth. 

If the Eightieth Congress has 
any gumption, it will put the poli- 
tical oratory on the shelf for a 
while and face up to reality. There 
is no excuse for not knowing what 
has happened. Suggesting another 
set of hearings or a convenient 
study by way of postponing any 
action will be too obvious a polit- 
ical dodge. 


What War Has Done. 


The facts are already piled 
mountain high. Two years ago, 
the Senate Committee on Educa- 
tion and Labor held extensive 
hearings on a bill to give federal 

d to education. What the war 
had done to the school system 
was put into a record of 430 print- 
ed pages. 

From almost every state in the 
Union came reports of teachers 
leaving their desks to take other 
jobs that would pay a living wage. 
Consequently schools were closing. 
Classes were being consolidated 
into unwieldy, unteachable masses. 

In Ohio, 200,000 children had 
new teachers in their classrooms 
in 1945. Five thousand temporary 
teaching certificates had been 
issued in order to keep the schools 
open. And this meant, according 
to an official of the Ohio Educa- 
tion Association, that “more than 
one-eighth of Ohio's teachers have 
qualifications below the astate’s 
reasonable standards.” 


Low Pay, Less Teachers. 


In Ohio, which is a rich state, 
the state of Senator Robert A. 
Taft and Senator John W. Brick- 
er, 1482 feachers were employed on 
an annual salary of $1000 a year 
or less in 1943. In September, 
1944, the Legislature provided 
“temporary additional money” 
which made increases of from 
$100 to $200 a teacher possible. 
‘Montana reported that “since 
the bottom of the depression, we 
have increased the salaries of our 
school people from an average of 
$1025 to $1800." But in spite of 
that increase, the number of 
teachers had dropped nearly 1000 
between May 1940 and September 
1944. About 1100 of the remain- 
ing number were “teaching on 
emergency certificates based on 
qualifications as much: as two 


years below the minimum require- 
ments fixed by law.” 

Grace L. Dodge, president of 
the Maine Teachers’ Association, 
urged active support for meas- 
ures to provide “greater federal 
aid, without federal] control of ed- 
ucational policy, for the public 
schools of this nation.” In a letter 
to the Senate Education Commit- 
tee, she said: 

“This step is necessary because 
the Federal Government has so 
far extended its system of taxa- 
tion that we in Maine find it 
apparently impossible to secure 
the funds necessary to support an 
adequate educational program by 
means of our present tax struc- 
ture, which places most of the 
burden on the overtaxed real 
estate of our communities.” 

This was the story from all over 
the nation two years ago. Colo- 
rado reported that the schools in 
that State faced the “gravest cri- 
sis in all their existence.” With 
salaries woefully low, hundreds of 
teachers were leaving for jobs in 
industry or for better-paid teach- 
ing jobs in other states. 


New Signs of Rot. 


Since the end of the war, the sit- 
uation has in some ways grown 
worse. Many married women who 
were teaching on a temporary 
basis while their husbands were 
at war have quit their jobs. The 


pinch of inflation has grown much 
more severe. The National Educa- 
tion Association estimates that 60,- 
000 teaching positions have been 
closed out from the school year 
1942-43 down to the present, and 
350,000 qualified teachers have 
quit their schools jobs during the 
past six years “over and above the 
losses expected from normal 
causes.” 

The most ominous sign of rot 
in our educational system, how- 
ever, has to do with teachers’ col- 
leges and normal schools. Enroll- 
ments in 1942-43 were 60 per cent 
below 1940-41. Reports from 141 
teachers’ colleges and normal

U.N. as now constituted is mere- 
ly a multilateral treaty from 
which any nation can withdraw 
if it wishes, he asserted. Com- 
paring U.N. with the old League 
of Nations, Waldo concluded that 
U.N. has a firmer foundation but 
that the veto power of the major 
powers and the failure of the 
member nations to surrender any 
part of their sovereignty to U.N. 
render the organization powerless 
to prevent. war, 

“At one and the same time we 
pay lip service to the new ideal 
put we gird ourselves for the 
new. wars to come,” he declared. 
“We can’t preserve the peace 
through strength — the history 
books are fullvof the ruins of the 
nations and cultures that tried it. 
Law and only law can bring peace 
among men.” 

The federation he proposed 
should be confined in authority 
to control of relations between 
nations, Waldo said, stressing 
that it should not be permitted 
to interfere in internal affairs of 
any nation. The federation, he 
continued, should operate under 
a system of written law, have an 
international court with manda- 
tory jurisdiction over internation- 
al disputes, provide a clear defi- 
nition of the rights and privileges 
of small as well as large nations 
and have an adequate police force. 
Asserting that the United States 
could not stand another world 
war and remain a great power, 
Waldo said we must eliminate 
international anarchy, sweep 
away barriers between nations‘and 
erect a federated world govern- 
ment, 

Despite our victory in the war, 
Fascism still has its roots in 
Spain, Argentina and other places, 
he said, and we “eye Russia with 
wonder, fear and mystery” be- 
cause of the conflicting state- 
ments which come from Russian 
leaders and because we are uncer- 
tain about Russian intentions in 
relation to other nations, If Rus- 


not choose to come into a federa- 
tion with other powers, then the 
rest of the nations of the world 
should federate anyway, Waldo 
said, forming a union so rich and 
powerful that Russia could not 
afford to stay out. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann spoke 
briefly, asking for support of the 
Junior Chamber for the compre- 
hensive city plan presented in the 
Board of Aldermen today.

director of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute, a privately-fin- 
anced fact-finding body which had 
opposed the proposal for issuance 
of a $35,000,000 bond issue for 
construction purposes because of 
the high interest charges the larg- 
er issue would entail. 

The new plan would earmark 10 
cents of the tax for construction 
purposes, Dr. Hofmeister pointed 
out, and this would bring in about 
$1,000,000 a year to the, construc- 
tion funds. The $10,000,000 bond 
issue would be sufficient to meet 
any emergency construction which 
might arise, he said. 

Interest Charges. 

“If $35,000,000 in’ bonds were 
issued, the interest charges would 
amount to about $430,000 a year,” 
Dr. Hofmeister said. “The interest 
charges on the lesser amount of 
bonds: would be less than a third 
as much.” 

He pointed out that the amount 
of revenue which the additional 
tax would bring in for construc- 
tion purposes would total, over a 
20-year period, about $20,000,000, 
which with the proposed bond 
issue would provide nearly as 
much money for new buildings 
as the larger bond issue. 

The other 25 cents of the pro- 
posed tax increase would be used 
to meet th board’s increased cost 
of operation, In the last year and 
a half the annual budget of the 
board has increased about $2,500,- 
000, Dr. Hofmeister said, which is 
the estimated annual increase in 
revenue from the 25 additional 
cents for current operating rev- 
enue. Most of the increase in 
operation is due to increased sal- 
aries, he said,

Louis, and James McKinley Neal, 
Kansas City, who are Democrats, 
erroneously stated that Bush and 
Thomas said they had no com- 
plaints to make. 


“On the contrary,” said Bush, 
“we assured Massinghle and Neal 
we are with them 100 per cent.

OLD CHARLES H. BUCK MANSION 
IS BEING RAZED BY OWNERS 


The old Charles H. Buck man- 
sion at 2923 Delmar boulevard, 
built in 1866, is being razed by 
the present owners, the S. G. 
Adams Co., which has its metal- 
Ware plant at 2947 Delmar. 
Stephen 8S. Adams, president of 
the company, said the building 
had been condemned but the firm 
has no immediate plans for using 
the land, 

Records compiled by Dr. Wil- 
liam G. Swekosky, dentist and 
authority on old St. Louis build- 
ings, show that Buck was asso- 
ciated with Wylie S. Wright in 
ownership of the Eclipse Stove 
Works at 720 North Main street. 
When Wright died in the early 
1870s, the firm was renamed the 
C. H. Buck Stove Co. 

Buck died in 1875 but his widow 
continued to live there for several 
years, later renting the house to 
James §S. Wright, manufacturer of 
buggies and carriages. Mrs, Buck 
sold the property in 1901 to Dr. 
Thomas E, Allen, who lived there 
until 1907 when he sold it for 
use as an Oddfellows lodge ‘hall.

Trippi, Afl-America halfback 
from Georgia who apparently was 
all set to lug the leather for the 
All-America New York Yankees 
next fall, reversed the field yes- 
terday and came to Chicago for a 
tete-a-tete with Charley Bidwill, 
owner of the Cardinals of the 
N.F.L. Today's signing followed. 

Leforce, brilliant Tulsa quarter- 
backéand star of the recent East- 
West Shrine benefit game at San 
Francisco, signed a two-year con- 
tract to play with the Detroit 
Lions of the National League in 
preference to several bids from 
the All-America Conference, in- 
cluding one from the San Fran- 
cisco Forty-niners. Coach Gus 
Dorais of the Lions disclosed no 
terms but it was believed the 
contract called for not less than 
$10,000 a year. 

The loss of Trippi is an espe- 
cially bitter pill for the infant 
loop to swallow. So confident 
were the Yankees of closing the 
deal yesterday that they called a 
press conference for noon and in- 
vited the photographers, 

When Trippi visited Yankee of- 
ficials to tell them he had re- 
jected their bid, Dan Topping, 
president of the football Yankees, 
seemed the most surprised man 
in the world. Topping had felt 
certain that Trippi was in the 
bag and that the actual signing 
was being held up only because 
Trippi wanted to talk to Wally 
Butts, his college coach. 

Topping had counted strongly 
the baseball-football tie-up to lure 
Trippi into the fold. He figured 
he would prove a_ tremendous 
gate attraction in a football suit 
next fall and help the fight 
against the Giants of the rival 
league for fan support. Last sea- 
son he had snatched Frankie 
Sinkwich from the Detroit Lions 


club! but Frankie never did get started 


because of a knee injury. 

Trippi’s document with Chicago 
will leave him free to deal for his 
services. And Bidwell 
would recommend to 
Charley that he accept an offer 
to hook up with the Chicago 
Cubs, passing up ids from the 
Boston Red Sox Boston Braves, 
Philadelphia Phillies, Atlanta and 
Birmingham cc the Southern As 
sociation, and perhaps others, 

The Gubs, Bidwill disclosed, 
would give Trippi a $10,000 bonus 
to play with their Los’ Angeles 
team of the Pacific Coast League 
next season, and then, if he proved 
himself a big leaguer and went up 
to the Cubs the following year, 
would pay $20,000.

Don't you think any college would 
be careful, just for that reason, 
not to arouse an N.C.A.A, group 
boycott of either the school or, 
for that matter, the Garden it- 
self?” 
The bribery of Brooklyn College 
players hy gamblers in 1945 was 
the attempted fix of record in 
Garden basketball. Since then 
many leading colleges have sent 
their teams into the Garden with- 
out further scandal.

NEW YORK, Jan. 17. 
OVE is a wonderful thing, but it has compli- 
| cates life in general since the year one, The 
war, the ex-G.I and the girl he got engaged to 
in the old country have not lessened love or life's 
ae eta ai | complications by a 
; long shot. 

The small but 
steady stream of 
European fiancees 
who trickle into this 
port are sometimes 
met by happy bride- 
grooms-to-be, more 
often by nervous 
ones and sometimes 
they are not met 
at all, 

Whenever the 
complications are 
too many, the Trav- 
elers’ Aid Society 
of New York is al- 

: most certain to fall 
heir to the girl and her problems. For Travelers’ 
Aid is charged with looking after the foreign 
fiancees of America’s one-time fighting men, just 
as the Red Cross clucks over the problems of 
war brides and their babies. 

The problem of the A.W.O.L. bridegroom is the 
most acute and embarrassing to all concernéd. 
This was the view expressed today by a spokes- 
man for the Travelers’ Aid Society. 


x * 

THE SQCIETY KNOWS x only 25 cases in 
in which the girl has been left waiting at the 
church. But it also knows of an almost equal 
number of cases in which the ex-G.I. has been 
left holding the bag, ring and orange blossoms 
by a fiancee who wanted to get to America~— 
but not to him. 

The society is still a bit breathless at the de- 
nouement of a case which -passed through its files 
a few months ago. A most attractive English 
girl, a former British Government worker, arrived 
in New York en route to Ohio to marry her 
American soldier boy, 

It had taken every penny of her money to pay 
her passage. She landed in New York broke but 
happy, and telegraphed her fiance for the money 
to continue the journey to the midwest. The 
return wire .contained three things: (1) The 
money, (2) an urgent invitation to come west 
at once, and (3) an announcement that the ex-G.I, 
had married a local girl the very day his English 
fiancee set sail for America. 

The English girl didn’t hesitate a split second. 
She grabbed the first train to Ohio. When last 
heard from she was living happily with her 
former fiance, his wife and his in-laws, 


* * 

THE SOCIETY'S ith, $80 5 also include the 
story of a young Italian girl met‘at the pier by 
the indignant mother of the girl’s ex-G.I. fiance. 
But the mother was indignant at the son, not the 
girl. For it was the mother’s painful duty to 
tell the young woman that her son already was 
married. 

Before the dazed girl knew what was happen- 
ing to her, she was on her way home with the 
woman who might have been her mother-in-law. 
The older woman announced that the girl could 
stay with her as long as she wished or until some 
solution to the impasse was found. 

Considering the time, trouble and often the 
money which a former G.I. must spend to get his 
fiancee to this country, the society is surprised 
that even a tiny fraction of the girls are stood 
up. For the G.I. must sign papers saying he 
wants the girl to come and often he must pay her 
passage here. Engaged girls were never trans- 
ported free, as were war brides until recently. 

The girl can come either on the emigration 
' quota allotted her country or on a visitor’s visa, 
If she comes on a visitor's visa, then her bride- 
groom-to-be must post a $500 bond and agree to 
marry her within three months after she reaches 
the United Sjates. Most girls come in on such 


visas. a e “ 


IF THE BOND is not posted, the girl is sent 
to Ellis island to await disposition of her case. 
Recently a heart-broken Parisian girl named 
Jeanette was sent to the island when neither 
the bond nor her fiance showed. Two days later, 
while she wept on the island, a bewildered, un- 
happy man, clutching $500 in his hand, finally 
landed at the Travelers’ Aid Society. 

He had not been able to find his Jeanette and 
he wanted to post the $500 bond with the so- 
ciety. The society quickly straightened him out, 
helped him post the bond with the immigration 
authorities and beamed upon Jeanette and her 
man when they were finally reunited. 

It is always embarrassing and sad for the s0- 
ciety to be forced to tell & girl that her fiance has 
backed out at the last minute and no longer 
wants to marry. But the saddest case the society 
has hgndled occurred shortly before Christmas 
when one of its members had to meet a pretty 
English girl with news that her fiance had died 
the day before. 

The man’s family sent for the girl, and she 
went to his funeral on the day she had expected 


to be married.

HE appearance of celery root 
T certainly does not advertise 
favorably what lies beneath 
its homely exterior, Perhaps that 
is why so many pass it by and re- 
miain unaware of the goodness ot 
this inexpensive and unusual ve 
table. Celery root resembles m i 
celery in flavor and parsnips in 
_texture. For generations Euro- 
peans have appreciated the value 
of it and have used it to make 
a very popular hot salad com- 
posed almost entirely of the 
cooked root, they have also used 
it for making soup. If you are 
introducing this vegetable to your 
family for the first time, start 
with the hot salad of potato and 
the celery root described below. 
It is a mildly tart salad and you 
may want to add more vinegar 
when you first taste of it. If you 
have this urge, remember such a 
salad plays the double role of salad 
and other vegetables in the typl- 
cal meal and one eats a larger 
amount of it than a regular salad, 
If the salad were as tart as a 
regular salad, it would put one’s 
teeth on edge and that is exactly 
what one wants to avoid in a hot 
salad. 

Celery Root and Potato Salad. 

One celery root (one pound); 
one pound potatoes, cooked; me- 
dium size onion, sliced; two table- 
spoong bacon fat, one tablespoon 
flour, water, one-fourth cup vine- 
gar, two teaspoons sugar, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, chopped 
parsley. 

Scrub celery root and peel, Cut 
down into eight wedges; slice 
thinly. Cook in one and one-half 
cups water and one-half teaspoon 
salt until tender (about 10 min- 
utes), Drain and reserve liquid. 
There should be about one;shalf 
cup. Pare and slice potatoes 


while warm. Combine with celery 


root and onion, Heat bacon fat 
in a small pan and blend in the 
flour. Add enough water to celery 
liquid to make three-fourths cup. 
Add this and the vinegar grad- 
ually stirring over medium heat 
until smooth and slightly thick, 
Add sugar and salt. Remove from 
heat and pour over vegetables, 
lifting vegetables gently with a 
fork to mix. Sprinkle with par- 
sley and serve immediately. Four 
servings. 

MENUS FOR SATURDAY. 

Breakfast: Grapefruit sections, 
ready-to-eat cereal with sugar and 
cream, buttered whole wheat 
toast, cranberry tangerine pre- 
serve, 

Luncheon: Vegetable plate of 
buttered cauliflower, spinach, corn 
niblets and cottage cheese, whole 
wheat bread and butter, stewed 
apricots.

Peel two tangerines, divide and 
crush segments. Cut peel in thin 
slivers with kitchen shears. Cover 
peel with one cup cold water, 
bring to a boil and cook five min- 
utes, Drain. Combine peel, one 
cup fresh cranberries and tan- 
gerine pulp and one and one- 
fourth cups water. Cook 15 min- 
utes, Add one cup sugar and con- 
tinue cooking until mixture thick- 
ens, about 15 minutes. Stir occa- 
sionally to prevent sticking. Cool 
slightly, pour into hot, sterilized 
jars, seal with paraffin. Two five- 
ounce glasses. Suggestions for 
use: Spread for hot breads of all 
kinds, sandwich filling with cream 
cheese, topping for coffee cake,

| My Day -O- 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, Thursday. 

N A paper yesterday, I came 

across a remarkable headline— 

“Ro@sevelt sons divide sharply 
on Red issue.” And on reading 
further, I found that one of my 
sons was called anti-Communist 
and another as supposed to be 
pro-Communist, 

As a matter of fact, I don’t think 
it has ever occurred to any of my’ 
sons to be pro-Communist, any 
more than it has ever occurred to 
me, And yet, in the course of my 
career, I have at times been se- 
verely criticized for what were 
called ro-Communist leanings, 
until I have learned to take what 
I read in the newspapers with a 
grain of salt. 

For instance, when I read in the 
papers that my son Elliott was 
supposed to have said some ut- 
terly ridiculous things in Moscow, 
particularly as regards the United 
States activities within the United 
Nations, I knew without even ask- 
ing any questions that the whole 
story was fulse. I took it for 
granted that some conversation 
had occurred, and that someone— 
not too anxious to avoid trouble 
for the Roosevelt family—had 
“quoted” a few things which were 
pure imagination and others 
which were only half-truths. 
Taken out of the conversation as 
a whole, these conveyed a wrong 
impression. 

There is no member of my fam- 
ily who hag not pro¥ed his or her 
loyalty to the United States—the 
men in battle in various parts of 
the world, the women in work as 
citizens at home, It is quite true 
that there may be disagreements 
as to whether the things which 
we believe and advocate are cor- 
rect or incorrect, but that we live 
by our own beliefs as American 
citizens is aa fact which I think 
the majority of people who know 
us will concede, 

As far as I am concerned, I 
realize, of course, that these things 
are said only when people are 
hard up for copy, and I cannot 


take them vey seriously. Once 
in a long life, however, it is well 
to speak out and state the truth— 
not on my own account, because 
what may be said about me mat- 
ters very little. However, I hope 
the younger members of my fam- 
ily may be active as citizens of 
the United States of America for 
a good many years to come, and 
for their gake such silly nonsense 
should be refuted, Any question 
of their basic loyalty to the United 
States and a democratic form of 
government should be settled once 
and for all. 

That they will differ from each 
other and stand for different 
methods and objectives in the 
course of their lives, I do not ques- 
tion, for life would be dull if 
everybody had the same ideas, 
That is a very: different thing, 
however, from being accused of 
adherence to either Communism 
or Fascism, 


Almond Prune Pie 


Three and one-half cups cooked 
prunes, one cup chopped, blanched 
almonds, one cup liquid from 
cooked prunes, two tablespoons 
cornstarch, one-half cup granu- 
lated sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon grated 
orange rind, two egg whites, one- 
fourth cup granulated sugar for 
egg whites, one baked pastry 
shell, , 

Slit prunes down one side and 
remove pits. Stuff each prune 
with chopped almonds. Place 
stuffed prunes in pastry shell. 
Combine liquid, cornstarch, one- 
third cup sugar, salt and orange 
rind in a saucepan and stir until 
well blended. Bring to a boil and 
cook and stir until cornstarch is 
cooked (about five minujes), Pour. 
over prunes. Beat egg whites until 
stiff but still moist, Add the sugar 
reserved for this purpose, beating 
in a small portion at a time. 
Spread over pie. Bake in a slow 
oven (300 degrees) 25 to 30 min- 
utes, Cool before cutting.

After release they are 
under strict parole . .. a parole which, in unwise hands, 
might amount to crue] persecution. 


But Warden Duffy thinks he has found a better tech- 
nique than to release a broken spirited man to face the 
ruthiessness of a world which does not understand him. So 
he has instituted the “honor block” idea. The “honor block” 
is an intermediate step between strict imprisonment and peril- 


ous freedom.

FOR WEEKS before these prison-branded men are set 
loose ‘by parole, they move into different cells with a vastly 
different treatment. The cells are unlocked. The hours for 
amusement and intermingling with other convicts are greatly 
expanded.

For -Reforms 
In Schools

HE truth of the law of growth 
Tis slowly filtering through the 

schools and the teaching of the 
individual pupil has become the 
chief end and aim of school in- 
struction. That is, it has become 
the aim of the schools in theory. 
In practice it is quite another 
thing, 

If children are te be taught as 
individuals they must be taught 
one by one, That certainly is 
clear. Then what is the teacher 
of a class of 40 assorted children, 
assorted ages, grades of accomp- 
lishment, inmate abilities, to do? 
It is impossible for that teacher to 
give individual instruction to any 
such number, She must teach 
them as a group, or in good sized 
groups, to get anywhere with 
them. But the orders from The 
Office say No class instruction; 
small groups only; individual prog- 
ress alone is the standard of 
achievement; all pupils are ex- 
pected to progress; explain fully, 
in detail, why each child is not 
promoted if any are left back.

YOU DO THAT. I'd rather not 
try. There is too wide a span be- 
tween theory and actuality there. 
I cannot teach 40, 30, 25 children 
on an individual basis and do a 
good job with them all, or with 
more than a handful. Say 10, Be- 
cause while I spend 10 minutes 
teaching one child the remainder 
are marking time. I am talking 
now about the lower grade chil- 
dren. They have not had suffi- 
cient experience, discipline and in- 
struction to enable them to go on 
their own more than a few min- 
utes. Follow that fact through a 
school day and see where you get, 

When a fluid program is insti- 
tuted, and it is the only worthy 
one, the teaching force must be 
about trebled, the rooms must be 
trebled, the equipment must be 
enriched and varied so that while 
a few children are being taught 
the others are also being taught 
and nobody’s time is wasted.

TEACHERS are willing to work 
hard, willing to work beyond 
their strength if by doing so they 
see their pupils making growth, 
but when they are forced to do

The fluid program, the activity 
program, is the right program.

Why net spend money on chil- 
dren’s education and save them 
from the delinquency courts, the 
streets, the dead ends of failure? 
Don’t blame teachers; don’t blame 
helpless parents; put the blame 
where it belongs, on those who 
refuse money to nourish educa- 
tion in the public schools,all over .

OMEDAY, someone ig going 
\ to invent a better-way of get- 

in and out of rooms besides 
through doors. But until that 
day arrives we are going to have 
to put.up with doors and all their 
eccentricities. And the favorite 
eccentricity of most doors is fail- 
ing to close. 

You can cure a lot of sticking 
doors just by tightening up the 
screws that hold the hinges. Some- 
times it is necessary to set one of 
the hinges deeper into the jamb. 
This will pull the door in closer 
to the jamb, so study your par- 
ticular problem before ‘you begin 
chiseling awgy. A piece of card- 
board or a very thin slice of wood 
placed between one side of the 
hinge and the door frame will 
push the door away from the 
jamb. 

Lastly, you can remove the door 
and plane or sand down an edge 
if this appears to be, the only 
solution. 


It is not necessary to 
take out the screws and remove 
the hinges for this operation. Just 
drive the hinge pin out and the 
hinge will come apart at the 
joint. If the pin is stubborn, use 
a heavy nail to drive it oyt. In 
some ‘Senay hinges the pin is 
threaded and has a nut at each 
end. If you use a plane to take 
down the édge of the door, go 
easy so you won't take too much

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Shakespeare Comesto Lifein'HenryV’ 


Film Shakes Off 
ot Neegs Stench 


ITH “Henry V,” # which 
W crenea last night at the 
Shady Oak Theater, the mo- 

tion picture realizes its potential- 
ities as a medjum of art. 
highly touted British-made Lau- 
rence Olivier production of 
Shakespeare's historical drama 
lives up fully to expectation. 
Shakespeare shakes off the dull 
mustiness of the library and the 
footnote and leaps beyond - the 
shackles of the stage to achieve 
a vibrancy, a dramatic tautness, 
a lustiness and an immediacy that 
would satisfy the fondest follower 
of the poet and even enthrall 
those who think they can’t stand 
Shakespeare. All the allied arts 
of stagecraft and the camera have 
been brought to their peak in this 
one production. There results a 
film so superbly acted, so mag- 
nificent in scope and visual 
beautiful, so thrilling in its im- 
pact, that it easily takes rank as 
orfe of the few really great motion 
pictures ever made. 

As producer and director, as 
well as star, Olivier has wisely 
chosen a stylized, rather than na- 
turalistic approach, to keep the 
production in key with the 
majesty of much of the language. 
By use of bold colors, shadowless 
lighting, forma] flat backdrops 
nd inspired groupings, he has 
achieved in Technicolor many 
scenes with the shallow perspec- 
tive and sharply limned look of 
pre-Renaissance paintings. His 
French castles look like fairy 
castles; his Princess Katherine 
(Renee Asherson) hag an ethereal 
grace to match; his hills have a 
pastoral charm. : 
Even in the Agincourt battle 
scenes, filmed in Ireland, a poetic 
countryside was deliberately 
chosen. Rather than the blood 
and ‘mud of battle, there is em- 
phasized the thundering charge 
of the richly panoplied flower of 
French knighthood, the long line 
of upraised English bows holding 
back their twanging cloud of 
death in obedience to Henry’s 
uplifted sword, Actual details of 
the historical battle are not

closely followed. Rather has 
Olivier, following Shakespeare, 
chosen to emphasize the motiva- 
tions which lead men to battle 
and to death.

From Olivier himself down to 
the roles of Montjoy, the French 
herald, and the simple soldier in 
the field, the performances are so 
sharply drawn that the characters 
stand out like portraits in a gal- 
lery, The blank verse of the great 
speeches has been given its full 
poetic grandeur, the crisp and 
racy prose its crackling force, 
The ironic contempt of the French 
nobles for their Dauphin (Max 
Acrian) has been subtly under- 
scored, the decadent elegance and 
might of the French court in 
contrast to the rude English 
camp has been crisply pointed. 
Even the clowns are funny, an 
sa ia aaa in any Shakespearean 
work. 


By emphasis rather than lines, 
some characters have been 
changed, The French king (Har- 
court Williams) has been made 
into a doddering and timid soul to 
intensify the contrast with the 
vigorous, iron-willed English 
Harry. The role of the Bishop of 
Ely in the first act, written as a 
straight man, is turned into, a 
burlesqued version, and the tedi- 
ousness of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury’s long legal speech proving 
Henry's right to the throne of 
France is admirably relieved 
thereby. 


Henry’s own big speeches, such 
as the fierce sardonic reply to the 
Dauphin’s mocking gift of tennis 
balls, the “Once more unto the 
breach, dear friends,” the “Upon 
the King!” soliloquy, and the “St. 
Crispian day” harangue, are high- 
lights of power. His wooing of 
Princess Kate in two languages is 
a model of charming subtlety. His 


Chronic Nasal Infection 
By Herman N. Bundesen, M. D. 


LOCKING of the nasal * pas- 

sages probably sends more 

people to the nose and throat 
specialist .than does any other 
single ailment. Many patients go 
from one doctor to another be- 
cause they’fail to get relief from 
the blocking and its’ associated 
discomfort, never realizing that 
complete relief is not always pos- 
sible. 

Since there are many causes for 
this condition, there must be sev- 
eral methods of treatment. In 
many casés, it may be due to 


some actual deformity of the nose 


such as bending of the nasal sep- 
tum, outgrowths of bone known 
as nasal spurs, enlarged adenoids 
and various tumor growths, When 
any of these conditions are pres- 
ent surgical treatment is required, 
although some of the tumors may 
be treated with X-ray or radium, 

Chronic infections of, the lining 
membrane of the nose will cause 
this membrane to become thick- 
ened. The indiscriminate use of 
drugs such as epinephrine and 
ephedrine which ordinarily shrink 
the lining membrane are not ef- 
fective in such instances. 

Some of these patients also have 
what. is known as vasomotor-rhi- 
nitis, due to sensitivity to the 
products formed by-the germs 
which are producing the infection. 
In these instances surgical treat- 
ment also may be necessary to 
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FOR BETTER 


make sure that infected secretions 
drain from the nose satisfactorily 
and to give plenty of breathing 
space through the nose. 

Often this vasomotor - rhinitis 
may occur without any discover- 
able cause, Dr. Edgar A. Thacker 
of Urbana, Illinois, has obtained 
good results in such patients by 
injecting a solution into the lin- 
ing membrane which causeg scar- 
rin of the tissue and thus 
shrinks it. 


Vasomotor-rhinitis may be due 
to substances which are breathed 
into the nose or to foods or drugs 
which are taken by mouth to 
which the patient is sensitive. In 
treating the vasomotor-rhinitis the 
judicious use of such drugs as epi- 
nephrine and similar compounds 
are helpful, 

A new drug known as benadryl 
will give temporary relief from the 
nasal discharge and blocking of 
the nasal passage. The patient 
should, of course, be removed from 
contact with substances to which 
he is sensitive if these can be

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Scalloped Pork Chops 


Four loin pork chops, four car- 
rots, medium-size, four large po- 
tatoes, one pound onions, three- 
fourth quart of milk, flour, pep- 
per, salt, one-half teaspoon celery 
seed, drippings or oil. 

Cut carrots, onions and pota- 
toes, which have been peeled, in- 
to thin slices, Brown the pork 
chops in drippings or oil; do not 
allow them to get hard on the 
outer surfaces. Place a layer of 
pork chops in a casserole, season 
with salt and pepper and follow 
with a layer of potatoes, then 
onions, then carrots, Season with 
salt and pepper and sprinkle with 
a little flour, to which the celery 
seed has been added. Continue 
layering until all ingredients are 
used up, ending with a layer of 
potatoes. Warm the milk and pour 
over contents of casserole. Cover 
casserole and place in a moderate 
oven. Cook for at least an hour, 
The dish will be done when the 
carrots and yotatoes are tender 
when pierced with a fork.

To introduce the movie, Olivier 
opens with the first act of “Henry 
V” being played in Shakespeare's 
Globe Theater in 1600. The rau- 
cous reception by the audience 
and exaggerated playing of the 


-cast, do more than anything else 


possisbly could to bring Shake- 
speare down to earth for the movie 
audience. Then, as if in answer 
to Shakespeare’s query, through 
the Chorus: “Can this cockpit hold 
the vasty fields of France?” the 
camera dissolves through a marine 
background out of the theater to 
a huge wharf scene, and into the 
year 1415, with Henry preparing 
to launch his armada at South- 
ampton. From there on, the 
characters emerge as real, with 
the Chorus, played by Leslie 
Banks, linking the action as nar- 
rator. Adding immeasurably to 
the effectiveness is the musical 
score by the English composer, 
William Walton, one of the finest 
ever devised for a film, 

Olivier has made bold cuts to 
quicken the pace of the play and 
to shift emphasis, He. has even 
invented a death scene for Sir 
John Falstaff (George Robey) 
taking dialogue from Henry IV, 
including the denunciation by 
Henry V, “I know thee not, old 
man... #80 old, and so profane,” 
for the purpose. 

Many of the cuts, too, reflect 
the fact the picture was pro- 
duced in an England at war, with 
the arousing of patriotic fervor 
as the chief reason for its mak- 
ing. Among them are mention of 
the “weasel Scot” “sneaking” into 
“the eagle England's” nest, the 
denunciation of the noble English 
traitors, the hanging of Bardolph 
and Nym for thievery—however 
buffoons, they were English sol- 
diers—Henry’s threat to lay Har- 
fleur open to fire, rape and 
slaughter if it did not surrender, 
his (historically accurate) order 
to kill the French prisoners at 
Agincourt, the pursuit of the quar- 
rel of the soldier Williams with 
the disguised King. Emphasized is 
the glory of the victory’ (Shake- 
speare has only 28 English killed, 
compared to 10,000 French, figures 
not far from fact); and.the play 
ends on the lines “that never war 
advance his bleeding sword ‘twixt 
England and fair France.” ? 


Basically, it seems to us, the 
film is successful because instead 
of being afraid of Shakespeare 
for movie audiences and trying 
to tone him down, Olivier has 
plunged in boldly and emerged 
with a full-blown conception, em- 
ploying for all they are worth the 
poetic scope and power of the 
Bard

West, faced with a pure guess, 
opened the heart four. Dummy 
played low and East won with 
the king. East shifted to the king 
of trumps. Declarer won, cashed 
the ace and king of clubs and 
ruffed a club, then cashed the 
top diamonds and ruffed a dia- 
mond, | 
" South now had seven tricks in 
front of him and of course needed 
only one more trick to fulfill the 
contract that would mean game 
and rubber in view of his part- 
score. At this point he led a 
low heart to the jack, and East 
of course won with the ace. The 
crucial phase had arrived, but 
unfortunately East failed to recog- 
nize precisely what was necessary. 
Knowing that his partner as well 
as declarer was now out of clubs, 
East laid down the good club 
queen,, hoping that West would 
over-ruff declarer. 


That is precisely what happened 
—South ruffed and East did over- 
ruff—but no good accrued to the 
defenders. For now, although 
West returned a trump and East 
drew declarer’s remaining trumps, 
the fulfilling trick had to be given 
the declarer in hearts, 


It was tempting for East to 
lay down the club queen when he 
did, but he should have stopped 
to think that if declarer still had 
the jack and even one trump, it 
would be impossible to defeat him. 
Thus the only logical defense was 
to lay down the queen and 10 
of trumps on the one hope that 
declarer’s trumps could be picked 
up. Then the club queen would 
let West discard a heart, and 
West's remaining trump would 
take the setting trick,
